The oonareesiocal cootriittee organ­ 
ized eepeeially to ii quire into the que:- 
tion of immigration end foreign contract 
labor, hue made a report which is fail of 
interest. 
The c-mmitlee went t i ail the 
larger cities bud made a pretty thorough 
investigation into the ch aracter of the 
immigrants damped into those cities. 
The revelation was truly abtonishing as 
it showed that quite a large percentage 
of in mig! aids that made those cities 
their abiding place, were not only poor, 
but in many places criminals, vagabonds 
on general principles, idiots, and so on. 
In view c f these facts the Ford com­ 
mittee reocncmetds that a law be enact­ 
ed which will prohibit the admission in 
to the Uunited Slates c f any person who 
is an idiot, insane, a peuper, or liable to 
become a public charge; or who has 
been legally convicted of felony, other 
infamous crime cr misdemeanor, involv­ 
ing moral turpitude 7 or who is a polyg­ 
amist, anarchist, or socialist; or w h o ‘is 
afflicted with any loathsome disease, or 
who his entered into contract,*expres3 cr 
implied, oral or written, to perform labor 
or service for any person, firm, company 
or corporation in the Hunted States, or 
doing busineB here, or whose passage 
is paid on a promise of labor. The bill 
which the committee recommends makes 
it a misdemeanor for such objectionable 
persons to cc me to this ccuntry or for 
any person to assist them to do so> 
and penalty not exceeding $1000 and im­ 
pi iscnment for three seats is provided 
tor in case cf a violation ot the law. 
Farther provision is that the proposed 
law limits the carriage of incoming pas­ 
senger vessels to one passenger for every 
five tors burden of the ship, excepting 
children under one year of age, and 
counting those between one and eight 
years of age ae cue passenger. 
Viola­ 
tion of tie provision is made punishable 
by a fine not exceeding $500 for each 
passenger rn excess of the allowance. 
The report severely condemns the 
practice which has prevailed among cer­ 
tain foreigners resident iu this country 
of importing men for the purpose of con­ 
tracting them on railroad works and 
keeping them in a state of almost abject 
Wavery. 
Reference is also made to the 
daily crossing cf Canadian laborers, it 
being shown that about 800 Canadian 
carpenters daily labor id Detroit while 
the same number cf Americans lie idle 
for lack of employment. 
The concluding [ cragraph of the re­ 
port reads as follows: 
Certainly the effect of the present un­ 
restricted system of immigration as ap­ 
plicable to the conditions under consid­ 
eration upon the industrial situation of 
this conn try has been bad, aud the com­ 
mittee believe that the time has come 
when the immigration tax should be more 
effectually reguatert; that persons that 
immigrate to the United States should 
at least be composed of those who in 
good faith desire to become its citizens 
and are worthy to be such 
There will be a minority report, butWg 
believe it will be signed but bv lone mein 
ber, Mr. Spmola, of New York, a demo­ 
crat. 
It is largely the slum votes of the 
city that Mr. Spmola was elected to con­ 
g re e, and he doesn't like the restrictive 
measures regarding immigration that 
the committee recommends. 


C vs by has introduced a bill with ti© 
f bowing danse in the New York legis­ 
lature: ‘ Every candidate for any pub­ 
i c office in this state, <er in any county 
or municipality thereof, which office is to 
be filled by popular election, shall within 
ten days after such election file in the 
office of tbs secretary of state, an item­ 
e d Batement of all moneys contributed 
or expended b* him, and all debts in-1 
cu*red by tim in aid of his election;

penalty for violation is imprisonment* 
tine, and a prohibition of the candidate’s 
taking his seat or drawing his salary un­ 
til the statement required by the bill is 
made.

The conductors on the Santa Fe rail­ 
way system have come to tb^ frout. The 
“collectors” on the railway have been re­ 
lieved from duty, and will be no more 
used on the road. 
The road was sus­ 
picious of the conductors, and the col­ 
lectors were put on two years ago and 
took the place of the conductors in tak­ 
ing tickets and fares. It w e b understood 
that the by att rn was giving great satis­ 
faction up to within the past three 
months, when there began to be rumors 
that the system would be abolished the 
first of the year. 
The officers of the 
road had frequently stated that [the sys­ 
tem was givii g entire satisfaction, and 
first rumors were postively denied, th e 
collectors cost the Santa Fee about $90,- 
000 a year, and the company did not see 
wherein they were making gains on the 
receipts, so the collectors were abandon 
ed. 
It is likely that the St. Fanl com­ 
pany will soon take off the collectors 
from their trains.

LIEUT.-GOV. M ’D O N A L D KILLED 
IN AN ACCIDENT. 


Two O th e r P ro m in e n t M en A lto M eet 
I B T h e lr D e a th —G o t .I L uce's P ro c la­ 
im m o tio n —C asualties. 


Iro n R iv e r , Mich., Jan. 21.-L ieut.-Gov. 
McDonald of Michigan was killed in a rail­ 
road accident twelve miles from here Sat­ 
urday. 
The east-bound train, consisting of 
engiuo, baggage and expree car, smoking 
car, and coach was derailed sixteen miles 
from Y\ atersmeet. 
The rear coach was 
thrown from the track by the breaking of 
a journal, and after running on the ties 
for several hundred feet turned on its side, 
striking a stum p whicht sood close to the 
track ana which ripped tho whole side of 
tho car out, as if it had been made of 
paper. 
The engineer did not know of the 
accident until the coach turned over and 
broke tho coupling. 
Y\ hen the train came to stop a shocking 
sight greeted the beholders. 
Three persons 
wore killed and four severely wounded. 
Lieut.-Gov. James Hugh McDonald, Charles 
Davidson of Commonwealth, William Cor­ 
coran of Escanaba, and H. A. Tuttle of 
Cleveland were occupying a double seat. 
They were on

The docifcion cf Judge Tuley, cf Chi­ 
cago, is creating considerable discussion 
and a variety of views are taken of it. 
The Denver News concludes that “Judge 
Tule>’e doctrine that the police can not 
interfere with the anarchists’ meetings 
because they contemplate a violation of 
the law, if universally applied, would 
prohibit the arrest, of vagrants and of 
prowling burglars and thieves.” This is 
the position taken regarding the decis­ 
ion by most cf the Chicago papers, and 
the Journal says: 
In Milwaukee they have Bach “ free 
speech” as J udge Tuley advocates for 
the anarchists. 
As a consequence there 
was recently “held as Charles Duohow’s 
saloon” iu that city a meeting to take 
action in regard to the establishment of 
anarchist schools in Milwaukee. It was 
decide! immediately to begin the erec­ 
tion of a school building on the vacant 
lot at 2,022 Brown street, “a few feet dis­ 
tant from Dnchow’s saloon.” The build­ 
ing will be 20 feet wide by 50 feet long 
and one story in height. 
The land on 
which it is to be built “belongs to 
Ducbow.” 
As in Chicago, the saloon 
appears to be an essential part of the 
Milwaukee anarchist movements. 
At 
this saloon meeting a report was read 
showing that the first Sunday school, 
beld January 6, was attended by thirty- 
seven children, and the session held the 
13th enrolled 13 more, making 50 pupils 
in all. 
The children admitted are be­ 
tween the ages of 5 and 15 years, and 
they are taugh socialism and anarchism 
in mild form which will, of course, ripen 
into the dynamite form later on.

and their work, nuder the “halt” on the 
police called by Judge Tuley, moves 
briskly forward.

By the death of James Hugh McDonald 
Michigan loses a citizen who has always 
done her honor. 
Ho was a self-made man, 
rising from the very humblest rank in life 
to one of the f oremost positions in the po­ 
litical and financial circles of this State. 
He was born in Scotland in 1832, came to 
the I. nited States in 1848, and was first 
emyloyed as a delivery clerk in a general 
merchandise establishment in a small town 
in Pennsylvania. 
Ho was afterward em­ 
ployed for two or throe years as a laborer 
on one of the Pennsylvania railroads. 
In 
1854 he removed to Ohio, where he re­ 
mained three years, and then went to Wis­ 
consin. 
In 185? he was chopping wood in 
the latter State on the La Crosse and Mil­ 
waukee railroad a t 50 cents a cord. 
In 1850 he went to Cuba as foreman of a 
railway construction force and four years 
later came to Michigan and entered the 
employ of the Chicago & Northwestern 
railway in tho capacity of a laborer. 
He 
worked his way up by meritorious endeavor, 
and in 1805 was employed to take charge 
of a construction department of the Mineral 
Range railway. 
He afterw ard returned to 
tho employ of the Chicago & Northwestern, 
and later on was made roadmap ter. 
In 
1870 he resigned from the railway employ, 
became interested in mining matters, and 
tho owner of what afterward proved to be 
a valuable mining property. 
Mr. McDonald was an example of what 
hard work and persistent effort will do for 
the advancement of the humblest of Amer­ 
ican citizens. 
He was extremely popular 
in the Upper Peninsula and wherever he 
was known. 
He was elected Lieutenant- 
Governor on the Republican ticket in 1886 
and re-elected last year. 
He leaves an 
estate estimated at $50,000 to his widow, 
son, and daughter. 
Mr. Tuttle was well known in Cleveland 
and the Lake Superior mining districts. 
He leaves a widow and one child. 
E. B. Foster, of Iron Mountain, is a 
prominent mining man whose operations 
extend over tho Marquette, Menominee and 
Gogebic ranges. 
L a n s in g , Midi., Jan. 21.—The message 
informing Gov. Luce of the fatal accident 
to Lieut. Gov. McDonald contained no par­ 
ticulars. 
He immediately wired Mrs. Mc­ 
Donald, extending his sincere sympathy. 
Gov'. Luce 
has issued the following 
proclamation: 
An unwelcome telegram announces the 
sad death of Lieut.-Gov. James H. Mac­ 
Donald of Elmwood, Mich., Saturday, Jan. 
19 inst. 
“A grand man has gone,” are 
the simple words escaping tho lips of all 
who knew' him. 
By his life among men ho 
wrote them for utterances now and here­ 
after. 
Modest, honest, generous, kind and 
capable, ho earned and wore with unassum­ 
ing dignity high and unasked honors of 
our people, and, as the crown they placed 
and replaced upon him is lifted by death 
for another, though brighter. Michigan 
mourns the bereavement. 
In respect to the memory of a man who 
loved his State, who fed no ambition upon 
the sacrifice of principles, whose many vir­ 
tues are worthy of emulation, and whose 
lite is without the stain of dark blots, I 
deem it but fitting tribute that proper 
observance should be made the day of his 
funeral. 
Therefore, it is hereby directed 
that Hags on the public buildings of the 
State bo placed at half-mast until after his 
burial, and that the day of the funeral als 
ordinary business in tho Executive Cham­ 
ber and in tho different departments of 
State government be suspended.

S e n s a tio n a l C h a rg e s o f E m b e z z le m e n t 
M ad e A g a in s t R a ilr o d M e n . 
N e w Y o rk, Jan. 21.—An immense sensa­ 
tion has been created in railroad and social 
circles by the arrest of J. B. Cox and 
W illiam Howell, both gentlemen occupying 
high official positions in the ■ Pennsylvania 
Railroad company, on a charge of embez­ 
zlement. 
The latter until n day or two 
ago, was supervisor of division C cf the 
railroad, and the former his assistant. 
For 
three years past steel rails and ties have 
disappeared very mysteriously, but with 
amazing regularity, from this 
division 
C, which extends from Deans to Trenton. 
Bits of iron and old ties were taken with the 
rails which had never been used. 
Finally, 
when the losses exceeded $10,000, Superin­ 
tendent Crawford detailed a detective to 
work up the case. 
Tho officer went over 
the road to Trenton and there located his 
game. 
He procured a w arrant from Jus­ 
tice Mills and at once arrested Cox on a 
charge of having embezzled $5,000 from 
the company. 
Cox had been hiring a man 
to go regularly to the side of the tracks 
with a truck, which was filled from the 
piles of rails. 
For three years no one ever 
asked the truckman any questions. 
The 
stolen rails were sold to tho Trenton Steel 
& Iron works.

F ort W orth, Texas, Jan. 21.—Sheriff 
Richardson of this county received a tele­ 
phone message from Graham, in Young 
county, to the effect that while a deputy 
United States marshal with a posse of Gra­ 
ham citizens w k escorting the four Marlow 
brothers, Buok Hart, and another man 
named Pierce to the Parker county jail at 
W eatherford, the prisoners being indicted 
for m urder and eight cases of horse steal­ 
ing, a mob of thirty citizens attem pted to 
lynch them. 
The marshal and posse de­ 
fended the prisoners, when a terrible fight 
took place. 
Two of the Marlow boys and 
four of the posse were killed at tho first 
fire. 
The fight continued and another Mar­ 
low and Pierce were wounded and another 
of th® citizens 
mortally 
hurt. 
Three 
prisoners, Pierce, Marlow, and Buck Hart, 
escaped, but all are said to bo wounded. 
The fight took place two and a halt' miles 
from town. 
It ii not known how many of 
the mob were hurt. 
A large posse has been made up at G ra­ 
ham, and are in pursuit of the fugitives and 
the members of the mob. 
SSh-riff Richard­ 
son has wired the sheriffs at Henrietta, 
Vernon, Wichita, Cisco, Abilene and Colo­ 
rado City.
